True it is, that in S. Iames ſenſe, 
God tempteth no man, that is, mo⸗ 
ueth no man to ſinne, but as hee ſayth, 
euery man, when he is tempted is 
led away, and ſnared of his owne con⸗ 


tupiſcence. 


Gods tempting ol men, is after two 
ſo2ts,reſpecting the pꝛaiſe ot his iuſtice, 
and the pꝛayſe of his mercy, 

Touching the firſt,hedoth ſomtimes. 
foz foꝛmer euils, thꝛow vs to the Df- 
uell, pet he is not the authoꝛ of cuill 
when alter this ſoꝛt he leadeth vs into 
temptatio,foz he doth it iuſtly foz ſome

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notable euill which he ſeeth in vs. 

Tauching the ſecond, he tempteth 
vs foz the pꝛayſe of his merty, when he 
tryeth and p2oneth vs by coꝛrettions 
and chaſtiſements, as pouertie, repꝛo⸗ 
ches, contempt, afflictions, c. In which 

Pil. 26.2. reſpec, Dauid ſaith, Proue me, O Lord, 
and trie me: and S. lames caith,Bleiſed 
is the man that endureth temptation : 
for after he is tried, he ſhall receiue the 
crowne of life, which God hath promi- 
ſed to them thatloue him, lames 1. 

In this ſence Abraham and lob _—_ 
tempted, that is, tryed, 

Then we ſer how God tempteth after 
one ſozt, # Dathan after another. God 
foz our god, by humbling and trying of 
bs. The Diuell foz our hurt and vtter 
deſtruction. Therefoꝛe, though God 
leade men into temptation, vet is he not 
the authoꝛ of euill. 

There be foure reſpects, in which 
God may be a wozker in temptations, 
and pet fre from ſinne. 

Firſt, he tempteth by offering occa⸗ 
ſions and obiects,to trie whether a man 
will ſinne oz not, as a maſter that 3 

c 
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eth a purſe of money in his ſeruants 
wap, which heſuſpcteth, This triall 
is no ſinne in the aſter, though the 
ſcruant ſinne in ſtealing: Thou ſhale 
not hear ken vnto the words of the Pro- 
phet, or dreamer of dreames, for the 
LORD thy GOD prooucth thee, 
whether thou loue the LORD thy 
GOD uith all thy heart, Deut. 1 3. 
Secondly, God leadeth into temp⸗ 
tal ion, by withdꝛawing of his grate: 
neither can this be a ſinne in God, bes 
cauſe he is bound to no man to giue him 
grace, and here is a difference betwene - 
the tempting ol God, and of Sathan : 
God holds backe grace when he temps 
teth, the Dinell ſuggeſts euill motions, 
Thirdly, every action, ſo farre fozth 
as it is an action, is god, and of GOD, 
foz in him we liue, mwue, and haue our 
being: Therefoze God is a wozker in 
temptations, ſo farre foꝛth as they are 
actions. One man kils another, the ve⸗ 
ry mouing of the body in the doing of 
this villany is of God, but the wicked⸗ 
neſſe of the action,is from man and the 
Diuel: a man rideth vpon a lame hozſe 
and 
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and ſtirs him, the rider is the cauſe of 
the motion, but the hoꝛſe himſelfe of 
the halting in the motion: ſo, God is the 
authoꝛ of the action, but not of the euill 
in the action. | 

The fourth way, is in regard of 
the end, koꝛ God tempts his ſeruants 
to coꝛrect and humble them foz their 
ſinnes, to trie their patience, faith, and 
lone, c. 

(Deliver vs from cuill) that is, fre 
vs from the power of the Moꝛld, the 
Fleſh, and the Diuell: fo euill in this 
place is onely from the Diuell, but we 
map take it moꝛe largely,io2 all ſpiritu⸗ 
all enemies, as S. lohn ſayth, the whole 
world liueth in euill, vnder the power 
of Sathan and ſinne: gur Loꝛd Jeſus 
likewiſe ſayth, I pray not that thou 
wouldſt take them out of the world, but 
that thou wouldſt kcepe them from e- 
will, Iohn r. 

Theſe wozdes therekoze, as hath 
bane ſapd, are an explanation of the 
fozmer,, foz when a man is delivered 
from euill, he is not led into temptati⸗ 
on : the cauſe being taken awap , "hy 

et 
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effect ceaſeth. 


The ſumme ol all, is this, that foz 


as much as we are by nature ſo feblc 


and weake, that we are not able of our 


ſelues, to ſtand one minute ot an houte 
againſt our ſpirituall enemies, that 
therefoze God would vphold vs, and 
ſtrengthen vs by the power of his ſpi⸗ 
rit, that wee faint not in this ſpirituall 
combat: therefoꝛe our Sauiour ſayth, 
Watch and pray, that you enter not in- 
to temptation: for the Spirit is willing, 
but the Fleſh is weake. 

That there is nothing moꝛe weake 
then man, ſo ſone as he is left of the 
hand of God, we haue many teſtimo⸗ 
nes and examples in the Scriptures : 
foz thus ſayth the Pꝛophet, The Lord 
knoweth whereof we are made, he conli- 
dereth that we are but duſt, 


Chꝛiſt alſo ſayth, Without mee you ohn 172 


can doe nothing. 
Dauid, Peter, and all the Apoſtles 
were examples of mans infirmities, 
Dauid, when hauing a litlle reſt 
from continually warre, he, by and by, 


fell into adulteris. 2 Sam. 1 1. 3.

4 domes and Power. Secondly, 
b we know, that he will graunt 
them, becauſe they concerne 
his owne Gloꝛp: and ſq 
is our faith and aſſu⸗ 
rance confir- 
med,
